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DISTRICT NO. 1. 


The school in this district was taught ten weeks in the 
summer, and eight in the fall, by Miss Cora E. Britton ot 
Surry. This school was mostly composed of young schol- 
ars, which rendered it a difficult task, on the part of 
the teacher, to maintain an interest. The final examina- 
tion showed a good amount of work accomplished, both 
terms. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The summer term of eleven weeks was taught by Miss 
Clara E. Morse of Winchester. Miss Morse gained the 
confidence and respect of her scholars ; and, entering heart- 
ily with them upon their work, the interest of the school 
was thus maintained, and good Dro eraes was made in their 
studies. 

The fall term of eight weeks was taught by Mr. Alvin 
Stearns of Washington. Mr. Stearns failed to gain the 
sympathy and codperation of the scholars, and, although | 
well qualified as a teacher, seemed to be a little deficient in 
government. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


- The summer term of eight weeks was taught by Miss 
Sara EH. Giffin of Keene. ~Although the school was small 
in numbers, the interest was well kept up, and the exami- 
nation showed good progress. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The summer term of eight weeks was taught by Miss 
Alice C. Taggart of Brookline. Miss Taggart is a first- 
class teacher, and her work in connection with the school 
was very successful. 
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DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The summer term of eight weeks was taught by Miss 
Kmma J. Brigham: While there were other schools in 
town in which more work was done, yet the relations be- 
tween teacher and scholars seemed to be mutual good will, 
and the final examination showed progress in study. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


The summer term of eight weeks, and fall term of six 
weeks, were taught by Miss Mary Britton of Surry. The 
number of pupils in this district is so small that an unu- 
sual amount of effort is necessary, upon the part of the 
teacher, to keep up an interest in the school. ° 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


The summer term of nine weeks, and fall term of eight 
weeks, were taught by Miss-E. Luena Fairbanks of Peter- 
borough. The teacher was well qualified for her work, and 
the work accomplished was in every way satisfactory.

In completing the unfinished work of our predecessor, we 
visited the schools in districts number two, three, four, and 
seven ; and, had not illness in the family of the- teacher 
necessarily closed the school in district number one pre- 
maturely, or had we been apprised of the close of the 
school in district number five, we should also have visited 
these. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The winter term was taught ten weeks by Mrs. Emily D. 
Adams, with the best of results. 'The scholars were en- 
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thusiastic, orderly, and studious. ‘The examination was 
extremely interesting, and was well attended by the citi- 
zens of the district. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 

The fall term was taught eight weeks by Miss M. Luella 
Gunn. We visiied the school near the beginning of the 
term, and were well satisfied with its condition. The day 
of the examination was so stormy, however, that we felt 
excused from what would otherwise have been our duty, 
especially as our previous knowledge of both school and 
teacher warranted us in guaranteeing a good report. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


The winter term of nearly ten weeks was taught by Miss 
Mary E. Davis of Marlow. It fell to us to visit the school 
only at its examination, so that we can not speak so fully 
as we otherwise might ; nevertheless, we were favorably im- 
pressed with both teacher and school. Faithfulness seemed 
to have been the watchword of the term. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


The winter term of eight weeks was under the instruc- 
tion of the same teacher as during the summer and fall. 
This school was a decided success. Faithfulness, order, and 
progress were evident on every side. 


Perhaps we cannot say anything which will have or ought 
to have more influencé with candid minds in reference to 
what would be for the greatest good of our schools, than to 
give the results of a tolerably careful examination of that 
portion of those town school reports which were published 
by the state superintendent in 1880. Some of these reports 
give only general remarks, i. e., speak only of the condition. 
of the schools without giving any particular advice as to 
their improvement.

Twenty-nine reports do give such advice. Of these four- 
teen advise changes as follows: Four for the town or Mas- 
sachusetts system, so called; five for the union or consoli- 
dation of districts; three for a board of education, and two 
for graded schools. A large portion of these changes are 
advised for the purpose of securing equal school privileges 
for all. ; 

Thirteen give advice in regard to school matters as they 
now exist. Three say, attend your school-meetings and 
see that proper persons are choses for prudential committees. 
Five advise parents, and five advise teachers. 

These are the simple facts, and as we believe, fairly stated. 
We will not attempt to draw any inferences from them, for 
they speak for themselves. 

One great truth, however, must never be forgotten ; and 
that is, that spirit and life are more than any form 
whatever. Weare confident that such changes might be 
made in this town, either in the arrangement of its districts, 
or the management of its schools, or in both, as would be 
greatly advantageous to the cause of education; and we 
would be extremely glad to see such changes made. But 
we believe that a deeper and a more wide spread conviction 
of the necessity of a good common-school education for our 
boys and girls, that they may become useful men and 
women and good citizens, is of far greater importance than 
any such changes as we have spoken of. 

It is a matter of serious regret to your committee that 
there is not a more general interest in the cause of educa- 
tion. We are glad, to be sure, that there is as much as 
there is. Some of our districts are keenly alive to the in- 
terests of their children in this direction. But the general 
interest is not what it ought to be. If we are not mistaken, the 
interest and energy employed in the accumulation of prop- 
erty is generally far greater than in that of education. 


This ought not so to be. It is, to our mind, a source of certain 
4 | 
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and not far distant serious if not fatal injury to our pros- 
perity asa town. It will result in the deterioration of the 
present generation, and will tend to drive from us the bet- 
ter class of our citizens, while holding out no inducement 
~ for others of that class to come among us.

SUPERINTENDENT OF CENTENNIAL CEMETERY 


I find there have been eleven lots disposed of by former 
committees, viz.: No. 295 to Charles W. Bingham, No. 118 
to C. W. Rawson, No. 133 to K. D. Webster, No. 119 to G. 
N. Hayward, No. 127 to T. T. Clark, No. 140 toJ. C. Guil- 
low, No. 237 to J. Herrmann, No. 271 to C. Crouch, No. 312 
to J. Jolly, No. 818 to H. Bates, No. 315 to GC.’ Hill. 
There is a balance due the town, on said lots, of $18.00. 

I have disposed of nine lots during the past year, viz.: 


~ _ Lot No. 132 to Josiah Guillow, No. 117 to C. W. Rawson, 


No. 129 to G. W. Russell, Nos. 152 and 153 to A. D. Ham- 
mond, No. 297 to N. O. Hayward, guardian of William 
Hayward, No. 309 to John Hill; also two free lots, No. 304 
to Thos. Charmbury, Jr., and No. 293 to Joseph S. Bing- 
ham,— all amounting to $36.00, which has been promptly 
collected, excepting the one lot to John Hill of $2.00, which, 
added to the old score of $18.00, makes $20.00 unpaid 
This added to the sum which I now hold, $34.00, amounts 
to $54.00 available funds in favor of the town, to be added 
to the general report of finance. 

The selectmen have caused a stone wall to be erected on 
the east and west sides, and a picket fence on the south 
side, with suitable entrance gates on the east, south, and 
west,— all adding to the safety and convenience of the 
cemetery.
